Tea at $17f> a Pound. 

Tea at $175 a pound! If a grocer 
should ask the average housewife that 
kind of a price she would be likely to 
drop dead. Y'et there is such tea, and 
G. N. Merriweather, a tea merchant 
of Cincinnati, has some of it. A little 
of this goes a long way nnd five ounces 
of it constitutes Ills stock. 

Very little of this tea is ever brought 
to this country. Indeed, little of It is 
marketed anywhere, as It is extremely 
rare, and millionaires, even, if the price 
was no object, would have difficulty in 
getting hold of it. 

Tills $175-a-pound tea Is known as 
the Ceylon golden bud. It is the pick¬ 
ings of the first tips of the blossoms. 
The greatest care must he taken in the 
picking, and nothing but the bright' 
golden-hued tip taken off the blossoms. 
All the picking of this grade Is care¬ 
fully done by hand. The process of 
drying these Ups is as delicate as the 
picking. The annual output is esti¬ 
mated at 12,000 pounds, valued at' 
$2,100,000. 

But five pounds of this tea has ever 
been known to have reached the United 
States, excepting a few pounds placed 
on exhibition at the World’s Fair. A' 
rich lady residing at New York wrote 
to Mr. Marr, the agent of the Ceylon 
tea-growers for America, at Chicago^ 
and asked him to try to procure for her 
if possible five pounds of this remark¬ 
able and expensive tea. Mr. Marr was 
successful In securing 6lx pounds of the 
precious article. The New York lady 
gave a check for $1,000 for her five 
pounds. Mr. Merri weather, who is a 
personal friend of Mr. Marr, received 
five ounces of the extra pound pro¬ 
cured.

American Matter* ami diibbon. 

Gibbon carefully studied for himself : 
tho questions at issue in the American 1 
war. From Israel Munduit, the agent 
of Massachusetts Bay, and from Govern- j 
or Hutchinson he gathered material for 
forming an independent judgment. “I I 
think,” ho says, “I have sucked them 
very dry, and if my confidence was 
equal to my eloquence, and my elo¬ 
quence to my knowledge, perhaps I 
might make no very intolerable speak¬ 
er. ” It is curious to note in his letters j 
tho apathy of parliament on the subject. ; 
“In this season and on America,” he j 
writes in May, 1775, “the Archangel | 
j Gabriel would not be heard. ” His own 
opinion was, on several points, adverse 
to tho policy of tho government, 
which, except on one occasion, ho stead¬ 
ily supported. Ho was one of those in¬ 
dolent men who attach themselves to 
political leaders rather than to political 
principles. For Lord North he felt a 
warm affection, and throughout voted 
with him, sometimes against his bettor 
judgment. 

His speech would probably have boon 
silver, liis silence was certainly golden. 
In 1778 he was appointed a commission¬ 
er of trade and plantations, with n sal¬ 
ary of £750 a year. Fox believed that 
ho had been bribed by office and ex¬ 
pressed the belief in the lines: 

King George, in n fright 
Lest Gibbon should write 
Tho story of F.naland's disarace, 
Thouaht no way ho Huro 
His pen to secure 
As to aivo the historian place. 

Gibbon held tho appointment till the 
abolition of tho office in 1782.—Nine¬ 
teenth Century.

Home Remedies. 

A liniment made of ammonia, sweet 
oil and laudanum equal parts is good 
for bruised surfaces, or for tightness of 
the chest. Another for lameness and 
for rheumatism is made of the whites 
of two eggs, two tablespoonfuls of spir¬ 
its of turpentine, two tablespoonfuls of 
vinegar. Before using either of these 
it should be well shaken. 

Turpentine is an excellent family rem¬ 
edy. As an inhalation it is soothing in 
bronchitis, pneumonia, coughs nnd any 
lung trouble. Rubbed on tho chest It 
will ease the pain of aching lungs. 

For burns the application of pure lard 
mixed to a paste with flour will be 
found healing, and will prevent any 
scar from the injured part. The same 
Is true of raw potato grated and applied 
on a cloth, the cloth being next the gar¬ 
ment, the raw potato with its juice be¬ 
ing on the Injured flesh. It must be 
removed as soon as dried, but its action 
Is marvelous In severe bums. 

Children suffer from earache which 
may be cured by the fumes of chloro¬ 
form. To npply It make a funnel of 
paper, drop into it n bit of cotton sat¬ 
urated with the chloroform. Press the 
cotton In by blowing Into the large end 
of the funnel. The application of a 
hop bag heated will often ease the pain. 

The simpler the home remedies the 
better. They aro quite as efficacious 
and are safer. Salt, lemons, hot water 
form a pharmacopoeia complete enough 
for use without tho doctor’s directions, 
except In accidents and croup. The 
curative effects of salt have never been 
known as they should bo. 

Sore and inflamed eyes are relieved 
by bathing with salt and water. Sore 
throat yields to a gargle of the same. 
The most obstinate eases of constipa¬ 
tion can be absolutely cured by the per¬ 
sistent use of half a teasimonful of salt 
In a glass of water taken just before 
going to bed. or the first tiling in the 
morning. Constipation is one of the 
commonest evils. 

Baths of salt and cold water wifi 
rouse a sluggish skin to action and will 
cure cold feet. Salt used occasionally 
is a good dentifrice and keeps the teeth 
free from tartar. Salt and water use.l 
on the hair now and then stops its com¬ 
ing out. 

Some Humors of Marriage. 

Scarcely a week passes without bring¬ 
ing news of some couple who have 
found It necessary to emigrate tem¬ 
porarily generally Into Wisconsin, but 
sometimes Into Indiana, In order to get 
married. 

It Is one of the curiosities of the law 

that in one and the same place—here In 
Illinois, for example—it arrays all sorts 
of difficulties about the process of get¬ 
ting married, while leaving the way to 
getting unmarried comparatively unob¬ 
structed. 

Beofre a youthful couple who sigh 
profoundly for an opportunity to be¬ 
come disenchanted with each other can 
enter upon the disenchanting process 
they must, If of less than a certain age, 
get the consent of their parents nnd 
comply with certain conditions about 
license or banns, and all tiffs at the cost 
of some money and trouble and embar¬ 
rassment. It’s all well enough. The 
law ought to stand guard over mar¬ 
riages, only It might well take more 
pains to see that they are prudent. It 
does nothing In that way now. But It 
pays so much regard to the prejudices 
and obstinacy of certain people who are 
not directly concerned at till as to drive 
the Industry out of the State into com¬ 
munities where tho theory seems to be 
that marriage concerns nobody but the 
contracting pair. 

The oddest part of the whole nffnir Is 
ttiat parents should persist in the obso¬ 
lete notion that they have a right to 
say something about it. They ought to 
have learned by this time that them arc 
some things which we can do for others 
nnd some things which each one of us 
can do for himself or herself alone. 
They ought to have found out that it 
Is no more possible for them to choose 
or reject a wife or a husband for their 
son or daughter than it is possible for 
them to digest the dinner that son or 
daughter may eat.
